ter Chriſt, Chriſtians, by Origin's Account, 


neither Fought nor bore Arms, but livd in 


a ſeparate Way from the Reſt of the World. 
* Chriſtians, /ays he, cannot Fight or go to 
War tho' urg'd and commanded,-——- yet are 
they more uſeful to their Country than others, 
© becauſe they give good Inſtructions to the
